A woman is in hospital 
and several other people 
are injured after a shooter 
fired a shotgun into a 
nightclub early yesterday 
morning. 

“At about 1:30 this 
morning a lone gunman 
fired through a wooden 
door of a nightclub at 
10730-107 Ave.,” Staff Sgt. 
Darrin Balanilc said yester¬ 
day. 


He said evidence points 
to one suspect, who is be¬ 
ing pursued, but police 
have not apprehended 
anyone yet. 

As many as five people 
in the 180 Degrees Restau¬ 
rant and Nightclub were 
hit by stray buckshot. One 
woman, 29, had to be hos¬ 
pitalized after being 
sprayed by pellets, which 
lodged in her skin, Balanilc 
said. 

None of the patrons’ in¬ 
juries were considered to 
be life-threatening, he 


said. 

It is unknown whether 
the injured patrons knew 
the shooter. 

This is not the first time 
this year that police have 
been called to the block 
for a violent crime. 

Bruce Dumais, 22, was 
fatally stabbed on June 19 
outside an apartment 
building on 107 Avenue, a 
block away from yester¬ 
day’s shooting. 

A 17-year-old is charged 
with second-degree mur¬ 
der in that death.

Georges Laraque: The

shelves tomorrow. 

In the 339 pages, 
Laraque touches on steroid 
use in the league during his 
playing days, the infamous 
fight with Rob Ray, life with 
two-year-old twins, his in¬ 
volvement with charities, 
multiple businesses, hock¬ 
ey commentator duties, ani¬ 
mal activism and politics, 
and his thoughts on 
Wayne Gretzky’s 
coaching ability. 

“My favourite 
stuff to share was 
the stuff that was 
outside of hock¬ 
ey,” Laraque, 
now 34, said in 
an interview 
with Metro, “be¬ 
cause there’s 
things in life 
much more im¬ 
portant than 
hockey.” 

His inspira¬ 


tion came from an autobi¬ 
ography by baseball legend 
Jackie Robinson, which he 
said helped him overcome 
challenges and pursue his 
dreams. 

“It breaks stereotypes be¬ 
cause I think people had a 
certain idea of what the 
book would be like,” said 
Laraque. “People thought it 
was just a book about fight¬ 
ing, and that’s surely not 
what I had in mind.” 


Career highlights 


► Laraque, a Montreal 
native, was drafted by 
Edmonton in 1995 and 
played for the Oilers for 
eight seasons. 

► He also played with the 
Phoenix Coyotes, the 
Pittsburgh Penguins and 
the Montreal Canadiens 
before retiring in 2010.

David Heap, 45, a profes¬

— when he and about 20 
others were taken captive.

The death of a woman at 
the Occupy Vancouver 
camp means the site has be¬ 
come so unsafe that it must 
be shut down as soon as 
possible, says Vancouver’s 
mayor. 

The 20-year-old woman 
was found unresponsive in 
a tent at the site in front of 
the Vancouver Art Gallery 
on Saturday afternoon, two 
days after a man suffered a 
non-fatal overdose at the 
encampment. 

“There is a serious prob¬ 
lem here and we want to 
address it urgently,” said 
Mayor Gregor Robertson. 
The woman’s death is tragic 
and is also upsetting for 
him because he has a 20- 
year-old daughter, he said. 

Occupy Vancouver sup¬ 
porters tried to drown him 
out as he spoke to re¬ 
porters, with one woman 


shouting that at least his 
daughter has a home. 

“I think the protest on 
the really important issues 
that many of us are passion¬ 
ate about is being under¬ 


mined by a tent camp and 
the issues around the right 
to camp on public space, 
which is really unfortu¬ 
nate,” Robertson said.

Robertson said the city is 
looking at a number of 
options that includes a 
possible injunction to end 
the encampment.

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Tax files missing 

O CRA auditor took thousands of unecrypted files home 


The confidential tax files of 
almost 2,700 Canadians are 
missing after a Canada Rev¬ 
enue Agency worker took 
them home and let a friend 
download them to a laptop. 

The laptop has disap¬ 
peared, the agency is 
scrambling to rewrite its se¬ 
curity protocols and the pri¬ 
vacy commissioner is 
asking why no one alerted 
her to the breach. 

The major breach oc¬ 
curred in early 2006, when 


an auditor in the agency’s 
Toronto office asked a gov¬ 
ernment computer techni¬ 
cian to download 37,488 of 
her emails and 776 docu¬ 
ments onto 16 CDs. The 
confidential material cov¬ 
ered the years 2000 to 2006, 
and was not enciypted as 
required by agency rules. 

The woman took the 
CDs home, and allowed a 
male friend to copy at least 
one of them to a laptop. 

The breach only came to

O Prime minister says he won’t be leading the way 
O Government survived confidence vote Saturday 


Greece’s embattled prime 
minister and the head of 
the main opposition party 
reached an initial agree¬ 
ment last night to form an 
interim government that 
will ensure the country’s 
new European debt deal 
and then lead Greece to 
early elections. 

The announcement 
came after President Karo- 
los Papoulias chaired crisis 
talks between Prime Minis¬ 
ter George Papandreou 
and opposition leader An¬ 
tonis Samaras, capping a 
week of drama sparked by 
Papandreou’s announce¬ 
ment he was taking the 
debt deal to a referendum. 

He withdrew the plan 
Thursday after intense op¬ 
position from European 
leaders and his own law¬ 
makers. 


Greece is anxious to 
reach an agreement quick¬ 
ly. A meeting between the 
premier and Samaras to¬ 
day will discuss who will 
act as interim prime minis¬ 
ter and the makeup of the 
cabinet. Papoulias also 
would chair a meeting of 
the heads of all political 
parties. 

Faced with open rebel¬ 
lion from his own Socialist 
lawmakers and pressure to 
resign, Papandreou said he 
would step aside if an 
agreement could be 
reached securing the new 
European debt deal and 
the disbursement of a vital 
bailout-loan instalment 
without which the country 
will default within weeks. 

Samaras said he would 
only sit at the negotiating 
table if Papandreou re¬

Joining hands against TransCanada’s pipeline

Thousands of protesters, in¬ 
cluding a Nobel laureate 
and a movie star, marched 
around the White House 
yesterday in opposition to 
TransCanada’s Keystone XL 
pipeline. 

It’s the latest in a series 
of White House protests 
aimed at convincing U.S. 
President Barack Obama to 
block the $ 7-billion project 
that would cariy Alberta oil- 
sands crude through six 
American states to Gulf 
Coast refineries. 


Actor Mark Ruffalo and 
Jody Williams, winner of 
the 1997 Nobel Peace Prize 
for her work on banning 
landmines, were among a 
sea of protesters who 
marched along several city 
blocks before joining hands 
to surround the White 
House. Police on the scene 
estimated the crowd was 
about 5,000 strong. 

The U.S. State Depart¬ 
ment is making the ruling 
because the pipeline cross¬ 
es an international border.

The president has said the 
final decision will reflect 
his views and suggested he 
isn’t swayed by the argu¬ 
ment that the pipeline will 
create thousands of jobs. 

The State Department 
suggested that it may defer 
the decision as they assess 
whether it is in the U.S. na¬ 
tional interest. Keystone XL 
has become a political hot 
potato, since the release of 
emails that suggest a cosy 
relationship between State 
Department officials and 


TransCanada’s chief lobby¬ 
ist Paul Elliott. There are al¬ 
so allegations that they 
failed to do an impartial en¬ 
vironmental assessment. 

Opponents point to a se¬ 
ries of pipeline spills, argu¬ 
ing that the project is a 
disaster waiting to happen, 
since it would cany mil¬ 
lions of barrels a week of 
carbon-intensive oilsands 
crude to environmentally 
fragile areas of the U.S. 
Great Plains.

I saw my first black-and- 
white Edmonton Police Serv¬ 
ices patrol car the other day. 

The retro look makes 
quite an impact. 

The cars look somewhat 
menacing in a serve-and-protect kind of 
way. They speak of a no-nonsense 
approach to protecting the public and 
chasing down bad guys. 

When I first came to Edmonton, the 
police cars were an anemic yellow. 

That might have shocked some 
not me. 

I grew up in Toronto, and at the time the police cars 
were yellow there, too. 

As a kid, I found that a little odd. 

All the shows I saw from across the border showed 
police cars as black and 
white. 

No doubt many Ameri¬ 
can tourists found the 
colour of Toronto’s police 
cars somewhat confusing 
as well. 

One day I watched as a 
tourist hopped into the ve¬ 
hicle of one of Toronto’s 
finest only to be told by a 
shocked and perturbed 
constable that it was not a 
taxi and they should get 
out forthwith. 

For many people, blaclc- 
and-whites bring to mind 
Adam 12, Dragnet and, if 
they’re old enough, High¬ 
way Patrol and Dick Tracy. 
The black-and-white I saw 
took me back to a 

different time as well, but my memories actually had 
little to do with the police. 

During the late ’60s, from time to time, my friends 
and I would drive to Niagara Falls, N.Y., to pick up 
draft dodgers and ferry them across the border to a 
new life. 

Doing so was our way of showing that we did not 
support the war in Vietnam and that we believed that 
it was someone’s right to refuse to be the first kid on 
the block to come home in a box. 

After one such run, I was driving two guys to their 
safe house in downtown Toronto. 

A hubbub broke out in the back seat characterized 
by a number of expletives that I cannot repeat here. 

One of the guys shouted at me that the cops were 
following us. 

His face was white with fear. I looked in the rear¬ 
view mirror and told him that there were no cops fol¬ 
lowing us. He took another peek and insisted that 
there were several cop cars on our tail. 

When I looked into the mirror again, I realized that 
what he had mistaken for cop cars were actually black- 
and-white taxis. 

“Welcome to Toronto,” I said.

How’s this for a novel con¬ 
cept? Write a novel in a 
month, starting today. 
That’s exactly what a quar¬ 
ter of a million people will 
do as part of National Novel 
Writing Month. 

NaNoWriMo began with 
21 writers in the summer of 
1999, and each year, the 
participants grew exponen¬ 
tially, from 5,000 in 2001 to 
the 250,000 reportedly reg¬ 
istered on nanowrimo.org 
for this year. 

Headquartered in San 
Francisco, NaNoWriMo is 
all about “quantity not 
quality.” In other words, 
they want you to write 
without thinking. At the 
end, you’ll have 170 pages 
of material you can edit. 

It’s also a chance for 


those who have always 
wanted to write but con¬ 
stantly put it off, to be moti¬ 
vated by the looming Nov. 
30 midnight deadline. 

Since the first month in 
1999, more than 140,000 
novels have been written, 
with more than 100 of 
those getting published. 

Sara Gruen wrote the 
No. 1 New York Times best¬ 
seller Water For Elephants 
as a NaNoWriMo novel. 

So without the NaNoW¬ 
riMo site, the world might 
have never seen Robert Pat- 
tinson paired with Reese 
Witherspoon in the major 
motion picture adaptation. 

Though donations are 
encouraged, there is no fee 
to participate in the proj¬ 
ect, and in December, visi¬ 
tors to the site can read the 
work of writers who met 
the minimum 50,000 word 
count. 


Now let’s get you started. 

Week 1: 

Write at least 1,700 words 
or more a day to get off on 
the right, inspired foot. 

Concentrate on writing 
without thinking and get 
out of the habit of going 
over eveiy sentence. 

Wake up early and write, 
as opposed to waiting until 
nighttime. 

Develop definite charac¬ 
ters with solid back¬ 
grounds. 

Week 2: 

By the beginning of Week 
2, you should have already 
figured out the conflict and 
have begun to lead the 
characters to it. 

NaNoWriMo suggests 
22,000 words by the week¬ 
end, but you’ll aim for 
25,000.

The writer's process 


It is possible to write a nov¬ 
el in one month. 

► The question you should be 
asking is, is it possible for 
you to do it? You have an 
idea in your head of some 
of the characters, but other 
than that, you have 
absolutely no idea where 
this story will go. 

However, the idea of writ¬ 
ing without a plan excites 
you. If you don’t have an 
outline of a story, you 
should at least have an out¬ 
line of the next four weeks. 

future of the stoiy: Where 
will these characters go and 
how should it affect their 
actions in this point of the 
novel? 

Week 3: 


A conflict should be devel¬ 
oped and actions should be 
leading up to this point 
Try to stay positive: It’s 
half over, and your sleep 
pattern will be normal 
again soon! 

Main goal: Write as 
much as you can as the last 
week (and the holiday sea¬ 
son) approaches. 

Week 4: 

One week left means your 
characters will most likely 


be at or going through the 
climax of the novel. 

The next question on 
your mind will be: How will 
this end? Your (hopefully 
tiny) bit of procrastination 
will probably show through 
at the end of this week, so 
you’ll aim for 2,000- to 
5,000- word days 

Hit 50,000 words and 
submit your novel to the 
website by midnight on 
Nov. 30. Get a book deal, 
Fame ensues!

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Sorbo breaks his silence 


O Hercules actor details physical struggles in new book True Strength

As the title star of Hercules 
in the 1990s, Kevin Sorbo 
was known for his strength 
and vitality. But off-camera, 
he hid a deep secret: His 
abilities had been severely 
limited since falling victim 
to an aneurism and multi¬ 
ple strokes — in one day — 
in 1997. Now, 14 years after 
the illness that nearly killed 
him, he is breaking his si¬ 
lence in a new book, True 
Strength. 

“I’m one of those guys — 
even in college, you have 
paper due at the end of the 
semester and I wait for the 
last week. It had just gotten 
to a point where I said, ‘You 
know what? I just have to 
do this,’” Sorbo says of his 
decision to write the book 
now. 


Coming clean about his 
strokes was “strange,” Sor¬ 
bo says, because the Her¬ 
cules studio had tried to 
keep them under wraps for 
years. Stunt doubles were 
hired and scenes were 
rewritten around the star. 
Sorbo says he was “immedi¬ 
ately grateful” for the 
smoke and mirrors. 

“They let out the 
aneurysm,” he says. 

“It was all over the news, 
so people knew that I was 
sick. But the studio still had 
two years left in my con¬ 
tract and they wanted to go 
another three years beyond 
that because it was the 
most watched show in the 
world. I didn’t want anyone 
to know that this guy who 
was larger than life, playing 
this big superhero guy — I 
thought that I was Hercules 
in a way and then I would 
suddenly go to 90-years-old 
overnight.

“It was tough for my ego. 
I thought that my life was 
over and that I would be in 
a wheelchair for the rest of 
my life. So I’m really grate¬ 
ful to the studio for work¬ 
ing around me to get 
through an episode without 
me.” 

And yet, despite the de¬ 


bilitation, Sorbo made Her¬ 
culean efforts to get back 
on his feet. 

“I’m a veiy strong-willed 
person and I have a veiy 
driven personality,” he says. 

“When they told me that 
this was what I had to do to 
get better, I would do 10 
times more than that. I 
pushed myself. I would 
throw myself into the situa¬ 
tion and tell myself, ‘Hey, 
no pain, no gain.’ I looked 
at this as a gift and decided 
to accept it. 

“Initially, it made me 
mad, but after a while, I got 
it. It changed my life com¬ 
pletely. I became a much 
more patient person. I be¬ 
came a far more compas¬ 
sionate person and that’s 
why I wrote the book.” 

These days, the actor 
says he’s feeling good, de¬ 
spite frequent migraines 
and some dizziness when 
he overdoes his workouts.

As the global population 
hits seven billion, it’s nev¬ 
er been a better time to 
think about whether you 
really want to bring anoth¬ 
er person into the world. 

Fortunately, in the 21st 
century, more and more 
people are seeing parent¬ 
ing as an option rather 
than an obligation. 

“The percentage of 
women who reach the end 
of their childbearing years 


without kids in the U.S. is 
around 20 per cent now 
compared to 10 per cent in 
the 1970s,” says Dr. Ellen 
Walker, author of Com¬ 
plete Without Kids. 

She also cites declining 
birth rates in the West, as 
well as China and Japan as 
evidence. 

“For me, at age 50, I’m 
still quite an outsider with 
my peers, but a woman in 
her 30s who has chosen to 
be childfree will have 
more women her age who 
are in the same boat.” 

There are hundreds of 
reasons for not having 


kids, from the cost of rais¬ 
ing a child, lack of support 
network to concerns about 
the ecological impact of 
adding to an overpopulat¬ 
ed world. 

The global recession is 
also a factor. “Many people 
are concerned about the 
current and future state of 
the world and deciding 
that this is not a place they 
want to bring children in¬ 
to,” says Walker. 

It’s also a result of open¬ 
ness in society. 

Choosing to be childfree 
is not only becoming a 
more popular life choice, 


but unlike their predeces¬ 
sors, the new generation 
of DINKS — dual-income, 
no kids couples — don’t 
feel awkward talking 
about it. 

“People are talking 
openly about the decision 
and actually viewing it as a 
choice, rather than an es¬ 
sential life step,” says 
Walker. 

“I’m seeing that women 
in particular are realizing 
that we can’t do it all, and 
that it’s OK to choose either 
mothering or career and to 
walk away from the other.” 

Where parents see rais¬ 


ing decent children as their 
legacy and purpose in life, 
DINKS channel their ener¬ 
gies into projects, charity 
work, hobbies or volunteer 
work. 

“I encourage child-free 
adults to take time to con¬ 
sider this legacy question 
carefully,” says Walker. 

“If you’re not a parent 
(in a world in which this is 
still the norm), it’s critical 
to find your own purpose. 

“Otherwise, you will 
likely find yourself having 
regrets at some point 
about not having had 
kids.”

With those three words, 
Deron Beal of Tucson, 
Ariz., helped move the 
yard sale online, only with 
no money changing hands. 

Beal is the founder of 
The Freecycle Network, or 
Freecycle.org. It’s a grass¬ 
roots gifting network that 
— thanks to the sour econ¬ 
omy and a growing com¬ 
mitment to the 
environment — has trans¬ 
formed into a global move¬ 
ment of millions offering, 
wanting and taking all 
manner of stuff. 

Staffed by volunteer 
moderators and loosely 
overseen by Beal, Freecycle 
aims to let you share your 
old TVs, clothes, broken 
blenders, tire chains and 
moving boxes with people 
nearby, using email groups 
at Yahoo! and on the net¬ 
work’s website. 

There are nearly 5,000 
Freecycle groups with 
about nine million mem¬ 
bers in more than 70 coun¬ 
tries. Not bad for a guy 
who was simply tiying to 
keep perfectly good stuff 
out of landfills, or find 
homes for stuff charities 
don’t take, in his own com¬ 
munity. 

Freecycle can be effort¬ 
less for people who can 
leave their old magazines, 
kitchenware or larger 
items on a porch for pick¬ 
up, but it can generate a lot 
of email and suck up more 
time in larger locales as 
giver and taker try to un¬ 


tangle their schedules and 
decide where and when to 
make an exchange. 

There’s no real naviga¬ 
tion at Freecycle. You sign 
up, wait in some cases to 
be approved by a modera¬ 
tor, and decide whether to 
take individual emails, dai¬ 
ly digests of offerings or 
read the list online only. 

Beal got the idea for 
Freecycle while working as 
a recycling co-ordinator for 
a non-profit in Tucson. The 
organization offered jobs 
to men in shelters to do 
concierge recycling by 
picking up things like old 
computers and office ta¬ 
bles at shops, restaurants 
and other companies, then 
try to find homes for them 
at other non-profits. 

“We had this old beat-up 
pickup truck, and would 
load up the pickup and 
drive from one non-profit 
to the next to see who 
could use this stuff. It was 
crazy, and taking way too 
much work to find new 
homes for perfectly good 
stuff,” he said. “So I set up 
an email group, where any¬ 
body interested could join 
and they could pick it up 
themselves.” 

Alexandria Tristram, 42, 
in Manhattan, had no luck 
with a box of old computer 
cables during her first at¬ 
tempt at freecycling, think¬ 
ing “someone who tinkers 
with old computer parts 
will want it.” She ended up 
recycling them herself.

Jacob Desender was brim¬ 
ming with curiosity as he 
approached the webcam to 
address a question to one of 
Canada’s leading scientists. 

The 12-year-old from a 
Manitoba farming commu¬ 
nity had always been in¬ 
trigued by the cause of 
global warming and won¬ 
dered how his classroom’s 
virtual guest speaker would 
answer his queiy. 

What he didn’t expect 
was for David Suzuki to 


turn the question around 
and promptly ask, “What 
do you think?” 

The real-time dialogue 
that ensued took place be¬ 
fore about 6,000 students 
scattered in classrooms 
from Nova Scotia to 
Nunavut and left Desender 
in awe. 

Scientists of Suzuki’s in¬ 
ternational stature don’t 
frequently stroll through 
his hometown of Mar¬ 
quette, Man., he said, 
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adding modern technology 
allowed him to make the 
most of a learning opportu¬ 
nity unlike anything he’d 
experienced before. 

The virtual encounter 
with Suzuki set him 
straight as to the cause of 
global warming, which he 
had long believed was sim¬ 
ply a natural part of the 
planet’s evolution and not a 
function of human activity. 

“My family had been 
looking for an answer for so 
long, we just wanted to 
hear the truth,” Desender 
said in a telephone inter¬ 
view. “I think I got the hon¬ 
est truth, and I actually 
gained the answer from 
someone that high-profile 
and that trusted. ... It was 
actually quite awesome.” 

Suzuki’s virtual visit was 
the brainchild of the Na¬ 
tional Film Board, whose 
videos and documentaries 
have long been a staple of 
the traditional classroom 
environment. 

Kristine Collins, manag¬ 
er of the board’s national

education program, said

just eight interceptions. 
But Calvillo was just 47-of- 
97 passing for 642 yards 
with a touchdown and 
three interceptions in the 
Alouettes’ final three regu¬ 
lar-season games. 

However, Montreal’s 
late-season troubles 

weren’t relegated to just 
Calvillo. Opponents 

outscored the Alouettes 
101-53 in those three 
games. 

Montreal split its season 


series against Hamilton 2- 
2, with the home team 
winning each time. That 
should bode well for the 
Alouettes, who finished 
tied with Hamilton, B.C., 
and Edmonton for the top 
home mark at 6-3. 

Another factor working 
in Montreal’s favour is 
Hamilton’s woeful 2-7 road 
record this season. 

Calvillo was a central 
figure in all four games 
against Hamilton, passing 
for a combined 1,343 yards 
and seven TDs with no in¬ 
terceptions.

NBA players given offer with an expiry date

Commissioner David Stem 
gave NBA players an offer 
and a deadline: Accept a 
chance to earn up to 51 per 
cent of basketball-related 
income by Wednesday or 
get ready for a deal that’s a 
whole lot worse. 

He wouldn’t call it an ul¬ 
timatum, but it sure didn’t 


sit well with the union. 

“The players will not be 
intimidated,” attorney Jef¬ 
frey Kessler said early yes¬ 
terday after eight hours of 
negotiations stretched late 
into the night. “They want 
to play, they want a season, 
but they are not going to 
sacrifice the future of all 


NBA players under these 
types of threats of intimida¬ 
tion. It’s not happening on 
Derek Fisher’s watch; it’s 
not happening on Billy 
Hunter’s watch; it’s not 
happening on the watch of 
this executive committee.” 

Kessler said the proposal 
was really 50.2 per cent for 


the players and called the 
chance of them ever reach¬ 
ing 51 per cent a “fraud.” 

If players don’t agree to 
it by Wednesday, Stern said 
they would get a deal that 
would guarantee them just 
47 per cent of BRI and call 
for a flex salary cap.
